Shri K. Rajmallu : Mr, Speaker, Sir, I myself being a 
Harijan I want to say a few words on the subject of Harijan 
Welfare. The amount allotted under this head is very little. 
All the Members of this House are aware that the Haiijan 
community is the most unjustly treated section in our society 
and among the landless labourers the members belonging 1o 
scheduled castes are disproportionately large. Freedom and 
democracy have no meaning unless a large majority of the 
people feel a sense of social justice and significance. As a 
means of achieving economic progress, social m.obility is free 
from the sordidness of monetary incentives of capitalism as well 
as the emotional rape of the masses through systematic scape- 
goat baiting of totalitarianism. It is an unfortunate fact that 
the cultivated skills in a wide range of activity are today with 
the so called higher castes. The higher castes are also the 
richer castes- This corrv lation has to be broken. The Hari- 
jans and other backward classes have suffered for a long time 
from the evils of economic decay and social stagnation. A 
large part of the population of the Hyderabad State belongs to 
Harijans and other backward classes and they are completelv^ 
neglected not only in respect of economic position, but in all 
other respects. If these people are treated like this it is not 
only an insxxlt to democracy, but also an insult to the popular 
Government, If this is to be removed, Government should 
forward and give more opportunities to the poor people. 
\^% had previously promised that 1 2i% of the vacan- 
\^ Bepartments would be made available to 
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Harijans and backward classes, but this has not been done till 
now. If the Governnaent sincerely wishes to remove untouch- 
ability and the other difficulties of the Harijans and back- 
ward classes, Government without any more delay should 
provide the opportunities promised to them long ago. There 
are many cultivable waste lands in the rural areas which should 
be distributed to these people. We have given thousands of 
applications but nothing has been done; and now the officers 
are even refusing to accept such applications. In the budget 
there is only a very small amount provided for Harijan Welfare 
and I cannot understand how this could be effectively tackled 
with the small amount. One- third of the amount will be 
spent towards the salaries of the Officials. In the name of 
Harijan Welfare, Government have appointed some Harijan 
Welfare Officers in the Districts. These Officers themselves 
a.re not social at all, and this being so how is it possible for 
them to instil sociability among Harijans? These Officers 
do not like to go to Harijan basties and are not doing their 
work properly. It is simply a show for the outside world. 
When the condition of a certain section of the population in 
India itself is like this how can we criticise other nations like 
South Africa, because our Indians there are not given equal 
opportunities? How is it possible for anybody to beheve 
that if not today at least in future the party in power will 
go ahead to do something for these unfortunate Harijans and 
backward classes? I myself have submitted so many applica- 
tions to the former Social Service Minister and he was not 
able to do anything even in one case. The Harijans are not 
having good lands. During the Razakar tegimc in some 
places the Harijans had cut down the jungles for cultivation, 
occupation and settlement. But gradually the local Zamin- 
dktrs and the others registered these lands under their names. 
Whm this matter was brought to the notice of the Ministers 
concerned, no action was taken in the matter, I myself 
lyeiit tp tm Secretariat and the ifesidences ot the Ministers in 
this e<toj&De«tki^, feut nothiiig happened. I would therefdipe 
esrnejstly app^ to look into matter 

and urge npoxk thW3^ to do somjetibing to alleviate the suffmp;g 
of Harijans and backward classes hnmediately. 

The Government is sj>ien.ding a Sot of amount on unnecessary 
things, such as the two palaces — one in Delhi and the other in 
Bombay. I do not understand why such big amounts have 
been allotted for these buildings. Delhi is now-a-days a 
place of Ambassadors, etc., and it needs so many buildings ; 
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and the Government could have easily rented the Delhi Palace, 
Efforts should have been made in this direction or the buildings 
should have been disposed of. It is most unfortunate that 
when our people are living on wild roots and grass beans and 
without shelter, our-popular Ministry is spending big amounts 
on such unnecessary things. It is no use Government saying so 
many things from the platform and issuing pamphlets etc. 

I have to say something regarding education also. When 
I recently visited a village, I found that the register con tain ed 
more than. 150 names of the boys attending the school, but 
actually the boys present were only 20. When I asked the 
Teacher what was the matter, he said that when boys were 
not coming forward and what could he do. He further said 
that uiiless he showed all these names in the monthly report 
he would be dismissed and that in order to keep his job he had 
to send wrong reports. The people are not properly enthu- 
sed to send the boys to schools and get education because the 
method is not such that would attract people. It is very inxpor- 
tant to consider as to how to make people in rural areas 
attend schools. The Government must therefore open rural 
universities with important subjects to be taught which would 
be useful to the rural population. 

I have also something to say with regard to the Scheduled 
Castes Trust Fund from which scholarships are given to 
Scheduled Castes. This fund is not managed properly. These 
scholarships are being given only in the City. When I visited 
certain villages people complained to me that such opportuni- 
ties are not given to them. I would, therefore, request the 
hon. Chief Minister to look into this and do the needful.
